New York, March 17 (By A. P.).—The 
question of how wet the ocean is, or 
that part of it represented by a first- 
class passage on the United States liner 
Leviathan, took precedence. late today 
with customs officials over the question 
of who owns 179 bottles of choice 
liquors found aboard the liner when it 
docked here Monday. 

The second question was settled when 
Fred Almy, wealthy one-time cow- 
puncher of Arizona, said that while he 
did not own the liquor found in his 
suite, he’ would pay the $635.80 fine 
under protest. 

The Leviathan, he said, was a fine 
ship on which a captain apparently did 
not know passengers next to his table 
were drinking champagne. Two stew- 
ards, he said, “know more about that 
liquor than I do.” 

“Do you mean to tell me,” asked 
Customs Solicitor Barnes, “that liquor 
is being sold and dispensed on the 
Leviathan?” : 

“I’d say so,” Almy answered. 


6 Bottles of Beer, $50. 


Mr. Almy also said that stewards 
augmented their wages by selling liquor 
to “any one with a thirst and sufficient 
money to satisfy it.” 

“Is it bad?” the solicitor persisted. 
“Are there any gay parties—any heavy 
drinking?” 

“Well, I wouldn’t say that,” Almy 
said, “but those who wanted a nip 
could get it. I know a man who was 
so thirsty he paid $50 for six bottles 
of beer.” 

Capt. Herbert Hartley of the Levia- 
than also made a few statements. 

“Frankly,” said he, “I refuse to stick 
my nose in the glasses of our passen- 
gers to discover what they have in 
them. If people elect to take liquor 
aboard while we are in a foreign port 
we have no way of finding it out. It 
is not our business to go about search- 
ing the passengers’ baggage. If we 
attempted anything like it we would 
not be running our ship long.” 

No‘ liquor, however, he said, is sold 
on the Leviathan, “either openly or 
otherwise.” 

Can Get Liquor Home. 

Although the liquor which prompted 
the investigation bore a tag marked 
with Mr. Almy’s name, Mr. Almy de- 
nied he had tried to transport it into 
this country, but agreed to pay a fine 
for failing to declare, which, upon ap- 
peal, he may recover. 

“Any way,” he asked, “why should I 
bring in liquor when I can get all I 
want in Arizona?”

ITALIAN AGAIN FLYING 


Fernando do Noronha, Brazil, March 
17 (By A. P.).—The Portuguese rounid- 
the-world plane commanded by Maj.

Note to Geneva States 
Nations Should Plan 
Resistance. 


CHEMICAL PRODUCTS 
ARE HELD ESSENTIAL 


Needed by Industry for One 
Thing; America’s Posi- 
tion Reiterated. 


Geneva, Switzerland, March 17 (By 
A. P.).—Whatever attitude the United 
States and the world eventually may 
adopt toward the employment of poison 
gas in wartime, League of Nations 
circles read from a document from 
Washington presented to the league 
today that the United States govern- 
ment has no intention of dropping 
preparations for defense against possi- 
ble poison gas and’ bacteria attacks. 

In the memorandum, which created 
considerable comment in Geneva, the 
United States throws cold water on 
the suggestion that the countries 
should discontinue their interest in 
chemical products because chemical 
factories can be transformed into war 
instruments. Washington contends it 
is well known that a great majority 
of chemical products which can be 
used for military purposes in war time 
are essential to the daily peacetime life 
of industry. 


Proposed Ban Rejected. 


After emphasizing objections from 
the American viewpoint to the proposal 
to make international agreements con- 
cerning semiwar industries, Washington 
remarks that the same attitude applies 
to possible accord concerning means for 
hindering the convertibility of chemi- 
cal factories into factories for the 
manufacture of poison gas. The Ameri- 
j can note then flatly rejects the proposal 
to have banned as a crime military or 
civilian drill, including airplane drill, 
in the use of poison gas and bacteria. 

“It may be pointed out,” the memo- 
randum says, “that no. nation could 
safely agree to refrain from prepara- 
tions for defense against attack by 
chemical warfare regardless of the exis- 
tence of international conventions pro- 
hibiting the use of such warfare. 


Training Declared Essential. 


“To prepare against attack by such 
warfare, training tn chemical matters 
is essential. To forbid absolutely train- 
ing in the use of poison gas and bac- 
teria would, in the broadest meaning, 
put an end to chemical and medical 
research. Such a measure would be im- 
possible to administer.” 

There is vigorous reiteration in the 
document of American opposition to 
any form of international supervision 
of armaments once an armament lim- 
itation agreement is reached. As for 
the suggestions of the league commis- 
sion for the study of the economic 
aspects of disarmament that there 
should be regulation of certain essen- 
tial national industries, it is also de- 
clined by the United States, as is a 
recommendation for international

REVISION. OF TAXES 
DECLARED CERTAIN 


AD SURPLUS GROWS 


Congress to Make Early 
Revenue Law Change, 
Members Say. 


$400,000,000 CUT 
1S FREELY PREDICTED 


Democrats Are Expected to 
Maneuver for Advantage in 
Proposed Reduction. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Revision of the 1926 revenue act, 
which now forms the basis of Federal 
taxation, was virtually promised yes- 
terday as one of the first acts of the 
Seventieth Congress. 

Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury, announced that the surplus 
for the year would be more than $500,- 
000,000 instead of half that amount 
as was expected when the Sixty-ninth 
Congress rejected the idea of any im- 
mediate tax cut. He predicted also 
that income tax collections for the 
first quarter would run close to $600,- 
000,000, a gain of almost $200,000,000 
over the same period last year. 

Even on the basis of these figures 
Secretary Mellon would not commit 
himself definitely to the idea of tax 
reduction or revision, but those mem- 
bers of Congress still in the city said 
without any hesitancy that changes 
would be in order as soon as Congress 
assembled. 


Billion Dollars on Debt. 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, 
the money which the Treasury has 
been able to save and apply to the 
national debt may, it is estimated, 
run as high as a billion dollars. Ex- 
change of Liberty Loan bonds has pass- 
ed well over the $1,000,000,000 mark 
already, which reduces the entire gov- 
ernmental interest rate and means 
future savings. 

Next year and thereafter a good deal 
of this money will be applied to the 
taxpayer’s pocketbook. Treasury of- 
ficials are reticent or noncommital 


when discussing the amount Dy“which 


taxes may be reduced. They insist 
that other factors must be considered 
and emphasize the fact that future 
savings may be nowhere near as great 
as they have been during the present 
fiscal year. 

It is generally recognized, however, 
that the revenue law of 1926 has proved 
itself to be a more than liberal guide 
of the nation’s needs. Receipts for the

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Temperature of 80 
Breaks March Mark 


Climbing more than 35 degrees in 
eight hours, Washington temperature 
yesterday reached the 80-degree level, 
breaking a March weather bureau rec- 
ord of five years’ standing and giving 
Washington and vicinity a foretaste of 
real summer.

Paris Holds Out for Larger 
Annuities on Debt, but 
Accord Is Expected. 


MOSCOW SEEKS CREDITS 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, March 17.—The soviet republic 
offers to pay France 655,000,000 gold 
francs ($11,000,000) annually over 62 
annuities, to discharge the Russian 
debt of 4,000,000,000 gold francts ($800,- 
000,000), contracted during the czar’s 
regime. 

France is insisting on annuities of 
82,000,000 gold francs ($16,400,000), 
with reduced initial payments during 
the first ten years. 

The soviet foreign commissar, G. V. 
Tchitcherin, completed a cure at 
Frankfurt and is coming to Paris to 
confer with Foreign Minister Aristide 
Briand and Premier Poincare to seek 
an accord and sign an agreement for 
funding the debt. Christian Rakovsky, 
the Russian Minister in Paris, saw For- 
eign Minister Briand and arranged the 
appointment for M. Tchitcherin who, 
after completing the negotiations, will 
proceed to the Riviera for a rest. 

The bolsheviks decided to settle the 
debt question with France in view of

Checked Against Goods Delivered. 


Several letters to the Crouse-Hinds 
Co., of Syracuse, N. Y., directing that 
concern to ship traffic signals to the 
District otherwise than as officially 
ordered, dictated by I. C. Moller, who 
was suspended as assistant director of 
traffic, were shown yesterday to have 
been signed, not by Moller, but by 
M. O. Eldridge, director of traffic. 

This fact was developed at an all- 
day hearing of officers of the Crouse- 
Hinds Co. by Herbert D. Brown, chief 

of the bureau of efficiency, and his 
aids in the investigation of the traffic 
signal situation.

Declared Guided by 
Selfish Motives. 


Detroit, March 17 (By A. P.).— 
Aaron Sapiro as an organizer of coopé?f- 
ative associations as a lawyer and an 
orphan on the Pacific coast was de- 
scribed today by Senator James A. Reed, 
of Missouri, in the *Chicago man’s 
$1,000,000 libel suit against Henry 
Ford. 

Making the opening plea for the de- 
fense the senator warmed up to his 
task in short order, attacking. Sapiro’s 
motives in working among the farmers, 
asserting Sapiro repeatedly had de- 
clared that he did not wish money 
for what he was doing and at the 
same time collected thousands of dol- 
lars. 

“He collected $142,000 for forming a 
cotton association in Alabama, evi- 
dence will show and then obtained 
$8,000 for representing the organiza- 
tion later in receivership proceedings,” 
declared Senator Reed. 

Most of the afternoon session was 
taken up by a conference between 
Judge Fred M. Raymond and the attor- 
neys for both sides. William Henry 
Gallagher, representing Sapiro, ob- 
jected to the general argumentative 
nature of the senator’s speech, which, 
he said, instead of confining itself as 
to how the defense was to prove the 
truth of alleged libelous articles print- 
ed in the Dearborn Independent, Ford’s 
publication, was an attack on Sapiro 
and his methods. 

Will Give Ruling Today. 

Judge Raymond permitted Mr, Reed 
to continue, only a quarter of an hour 
being left before adjournment and said 
he would make a ruling tomorrow. He 
asked both attorneys..to shorten as 
much as possible introduction of evi- 
dence omitting relatively unimportesit 
matter. 

Mr. Gallagher completed his opening 
plea, preceding the senator, by defining 
the charges printed against Sapiro in 
the Independent as falling into three 
classes. First, he said Sapiro had been 
attacked as an individual, his character 
and honesty as a man; second, an attack 
had been made on him in his profession 
as a lawyer regarding his loyalty and 
faithfulness to his clients. The third 
and most often heard’ was the charge 
as to kis work among cooperative or- 
ganizations, it being claimed he was a 
member of an international ring of 
Jews formed to exploit agriculture. 
Removing his tortoise-shelled glasses 
at times, gesticulating at the jury with 
sardonic smiles and deprecating glances, 
Senator Reed devoted most of the day 
to telling the jury what he was to 
prove as to Mr. Sapiro’s business meth- 
ods. Seats were again at a premium 
and at the beginning of each session 
the room was cleared of all who could 
not find a place to sit down. 


No Libel, Says Reed. 


“We shall try to show,” Senator Reed 
said, “that what has been printed 
about Mr. Sapiro in all its real essence 
was the truth and it is no libel to 
say of a man who is a Jew that he is 
a Jew. This is the same kind of a 
case it would be if Mr. Sapiro were a 
member of any other race. 

“T believe the court will tell you that 
Mr. Sapiro can not capitalize and re- 
cover here on any sympathy that may 
be felt for the people of his race. He 
asks $1,000,000 from Ford and the 
Dearborn Publishing Co., and that is 
what we are going to try in this case.”

3 to 1, Explorer Tells 
Anthropologists. 


EVEN CHILDREN FOUND 
ADDICTED TO TOBACCO 


Says All Wear Bushy Tails 
as Indispensable Mark 
of Propriety. 


A land of Stone Age pygmies, where 
the men outnumbered the women 3 to 
1 and where everybody uses tobacco 
was described yesterday at a meeting 
of the Anthropological Society of Wash- 
ington in the New National museum. 
The lecturer was Matthew W. Stirling, 
leader of the Stirling-Smithsonian ex- 


pedition into Dutch New Guinea. Mr. 
Stirling, who headed an exploration 
party of 400, found the pygmies in the 
mountains. 

Mr. Stirling said even the children 
use tobacco and he told of seeing a 
pigmy mother suppress the cries of her 
baby by sticking a cigar into its mouth. 
He said he found little drinking of in- 
toxicants. 

Mr. Stirling said the pygmies were 
inclined to polygamy, but were forced 
to be monogamists by the shortage of 
women. He and the other members 
of his party, he said, were unable to 
determine what caused the shortage 
of females—whether it was infanti- 
cide, early death or what. 


Competition for Wives Keen. 


As & result of this shortage of wom- 
en, Mr. Stirling said, there was keen 
competition for wives. 

The pygmies, the lecturer declared, 
were essentially of Stone Age people. 
No metals of any kind were found 
among them, but he brought back 
hatchets, knives made of. stone, to- 
gether with many other implements 
and trinkets to show the primitive 
conditions there. Bows and arrows, 
he said, were used for hunting and 
warfare. it 

The pygmies, he said, were a Negrito 
race, whereas the groups along the 
coast and in the lake regions of Dutch 
New Guinea were Papuans. The pygmy 
men rarely attain a greater height than 
4 feet 11 inches, while the women are 
much smaller. The women, he said, 
take care of the fields, although the 
heavier work and hunting is done by 
the men. 

The wildest people to be found in 
the world today, Mr. Stirling said, are 
among the Papuans, and he told of 
how his expedition was attacked with 
bows and arrows on several occasions. 
The pygmies, he said, were much more 
peaceful and much more hospitable. In 
every Village visited the natives killed a 
pig in honor of the explorers. 


Tails Worn by Pygmies. 


Among the articles Mr. Stirling ex- 
hitited to his audience was a bushy 
affair used as a tail by the natives. 
They wore this, he said, just as an ani- 
mal might and considered it improper 
He described 

he great difficulty he had in buying 
oO and declared the only reason he 
“Was successful was pecause he found 

& man whose “avarice was greater than 
his modesty.” 

The pygmies, Mr. Sterling said, all 
wore amulets and fetishes to ward off 
ghosts, and the highest they could 
count was to ten. Any figure after 
that, he said, was simply referred to 

as “many.”’ 

The expedition carried along an air- 
plane, and Mr. Stirling said it was in- 
valuable in picking out trails and in 
map making.

Mrs. Coleman, Who Shattered Residence Record for 
Southeast, Gives Party on 90th Birthday and Tells 


of How She Sang in 


Choir for 60 Years. 


Mrs. Ann Virginia Coleman, who cele- 
brated her ninetteth birthday yester- 


day at her home, 323 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue ast, holds the record for the 
southeast for length of residence in one 
house. 

She has lived at her home on Penn- 
sylvania avenue for 78 years, coming 
there with her mother when she was 
12 years old, in 1849. After her mar- 

Peter’s Catholic church, 

in 

, she continued to live there with 
her husband. 

Mrs. Coleman sang in the chofr of 
St. Peter’s church for 60 years, leaving 
it three or four years ago. She was 
born in the Southeast, in Good Hope 
road, across the Anacostia river, in 1837, 
and was christened in St. Peter's 
church. 

Despite her advanced age, Mrs. Cole- 
man has a clear memory of things that 
happened more than three-fourths of a 
century ago. She tells an anecdote of 
Henry Clay that involved her husband, 
James Coleman, who died in 1899. 

Mr. Coleman was the messenger boy 
who carried to Henry Clay the an- 
nouncement of the nomination by the 
Democrats of James K. Polk for Presi- 
dent. Clay opened the envelope, read 
the announcement, look:d up, she said 
and asked: 

“Who in h——1 is James K. Polk?” 

The boy was puzzled. He could not 
tell him. Polk had been the dark horse, 


and had been nominated as the result 
of Van Buren’s announcement that he 
was opposed to the annexation of Texas. 
However, Clay was so unwise as to re- 
peat it, in several gn speeches, 
the contemptuous question “Who is 
Polk?” He soon found out, for the 
Whigs were severely defeated. 

Mr. Coleman, who died in 1899, had 
the distinction of betng the first vol- 
unteer in the Union forces at the out- 
break of the civil war. That was. due 
to a technicality. He ranked ms the 
highest enlisted man, the orderly ser- 
geant of the Washington light infan- 
try, the first company to enlist after 
Lincoln sent out his call for troops. 

Mrs. Coleman declares she can re- 
member playing on the statue of Free- 
dom, now exalted on the dome of the 
Capitol, when it was lying on the Cap- 
itol grounds, waiting to be in 
place. The smaller children, she said, 
would play hide and seek in the 
statue’s hands. 

She observed her anniversary with 
a luncheon, and on her birthday cake 
90 candles were arranged. She received 
many telegrams, numerous bouquets, 
many from “admirers,” as she called 
them, 50 years younger, and received 
nearly 100 visitors. 

Mrs. Coleman,. however, was too 
modest to have her picture taken, al- 
though her appearance would have 
credited her with an age 20 years 
younger.

RADIO COMMISSIONER 
PLEDGES AID TO PUBLIC 


Conservative Policy Is Indi- 
cated in Passing on Rights 
to Broadcast. 


By ROBERT D. HEINL. 

Speaking last night over what was 
believed to be the second largest hook- 
up of stations in radio broadcasting in 
this country, the largest having been 
President Coolidge’s recent speech, 
Judge E. O. Sykes, of Mississippi, vice 
chairman of the national radio com- 
mission, outlining the policies of that 
body indicated clearly that the good 
af the Mstening public will be the acid 
test in the granting of program broad- 
casting licenses. 

“I can make only gne promise,’ 
Judge Sykes said, "and that is that 
in everything we may do we are going 
to be guided by the spirit of the Fed- 
eral law under which we hold office— 
the principle that the right to broad- 
cast is dependent not on selfish in- 
terest, but on service to the listening 
public.” 

Purther emphasizing the point, he 
went on: 

“This doctrine, that broadcasting 
existe only for the purpose of properly 
serving the listening public, is the 
constitutional basis for every action 
the commission may take. You are 
listening tonight, you and the millions 
of others for whom radio has become 
an integral part of normal life, are the 
ones who in the long run, must de- 
termine what is the public interest.” 


Conservative Policy Indicated. 


On the other hand a conservative 
policy was indicated when Judge Sykes 
added: 

“You must remember, however, that 
we face a situation which has been 
developing for several years, a situation 
involving many conflicting interests 
and rights. You, for example, may dis- 
like the programs of a station your 
neighbor finds of particular value. 
You may urge that some particular 
station should even be denied the right 
to broadcast, forgetful alike that its 
service may be highly regarded by many 
listeners, and that the refusal of a 
license may mean loss and perhaps 
financial ruin to people who have in- 


station, all in the best faith. If you 
will think of these things, I am sure 
you will see the danger in anything 
like ruthless, arbitrary or hastily con- 
sidered action.” 

Judge Sykes likened the present 
broadcasting situation to a traffic jam 
where many collisions could be avoided 
if the drivers understood the rules, 
and had somebody on the spot to tell 
them what to do. 


Interference Not Sought. 


“Our hope is to interfere with legiti- 
mate traffic just as little as we can, 
and still eliminate the danger of acci- 
dent.” he continued. “We are counting 
on the drivers, which means the 
broadcasters, to help us, because it is 
they who in the long run are the worst 
sufferers from the accidents. We be- 
lieve they will recognize that even 
though they can not all have every- 
thing they want, they will achieve bet- 
ter results for themselves by serving 
a satisfied radio public than by at- 
tempting to run counter to the spirit 
of the new radio haw-—the spirit of 
public service.” 

Following Judge Sykes, Commission- 
er O. H. Caldwell, of New York, said, 
addressing the vast radio audience: 

“Our purpose is to secure for you as 
listeners the fullest possible service. 
To accomplish this we will apply the 
simple principles of common sense and 
common justice using all possible haste 
consistent with the law.” 

Commissioner John F. Dillon also 
added a few words concluding by’ send- 
ing a greeting through the microphone 
to his friends in California from whence 
he hails. However, it very likely fell 
short inasmuch as it was said the sta- 
tion farthest West listening in was 
KOA at Denver. The southermost city 
reached was Atlanta and the farthest 
north Minneapolis and Portland, Maine. 


30 Stations in Hookup. 


Thirty stations in all were said to 
have been included in thé hookup and 
so perfect was the telegraphic check- 
up that within a few minutes after 
Judge Sykes had fihished speaking, 
Frank P. Guthrie, district manager for 
the Radio Corporation of America, and 
Ralph Edmonds, in charge of Station 
WRC, were able to inform him that re- 
ception had been good all along the 
line.

Pi and Chang Kai-Shek Hold a 
Conference; Outcome Is 
Not Yet Known. 


CITY REPORTS SPREAD 
OF INDUSTRIAL UNREST 


U. S. Warship Sent to Kiang- 
nan, Where Docks Were 
Seized; No News of Battle. 


Shanghai, March 17 (By A. P.).—-A 
wordy battle is going on between 


Peking and Moscow over the seizure of 
the Russian vessel Pamiat Lenina and 
the arrest of Mme. Borodin and three 
soviet couriers. In a new note de- 
manding the release of the couriers and 
the vessel, the soviet government ac- 
cuses white Russians of placing sus- 
picious documents aboard the boat to 
afford a* pretext for its seizure and 
conversion into a warship. 

Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, war lord of 
the northern Chinese armies, who has 
ignored the two previous soviet pro- 
tests, makes the charge that Russia 
not only has violated the Sino-Russian 
agreement, but has ignored interna- 
tional obligations by abetting the na- 
tionalist movement at Hankow. 

“Considering that the Sino-Russian 
agreement of 1924 and all international 
codes are thrown to the winds by the 
very presence at Hankow of Michael 
Borodin and his fellows, who ptay 
such an important part in the dena- 
tionalized nationalist movement,” he 
Says, “it is amusing and ridiculous 
that the soviets should charge the 
Chinese with violation of interna- 
tional law.” 


Cites “Red Propaganda.” 


He says that the presence of. “red 
propaganda” aboard the Pamiat Lenina 
was incontrovertible evidence of viola- 
tion of the agreements. 

Some interruption of telegraphic 
communications with the fighting areas 
west and northwest of Shanghai today 
prevented definite news reaching here. 
Whether this lack of news is screening 
new movements, especially around 
Wuhu, is not known. That city was 
captured by the Cantonese recently. 

Early today the Kiangnan docks, 
where a number of American vessels 
are being built, were seized by Gen. 
Pi Shu-Chen, who maintained he 
needed them for the repair of war- 
ships of the northern forces. An Ameri- 
can warship immediately Was dispatch- 
ed to the docks. 

The northern staff is concentrating 
more troops at Soochow and Cheng- 
chow in fear of another Cantonese at- 
tack, and Chang_has sent to the front 
two airplanes loaded with bombs. 


Parley on Shanghai Held. 


It is reported that a parley is pro- 
ceeding between Gen. Pi, who is com- 
mander of the Shantung troops here, 
and Gen. Chang Kai-Shek, the south- 
ern commander-in-chief, with a view to 
reaching an amicable settlement by 
which the nationalists could peacefully 
occupy the city. A representative of

3 MEN AND 11 AUTOS 
SEIZED IN DRUG RAID 


29,000 Rounds of Ammunition 
Also Confiscated by U. S. 
Agents in South. 


New Orleans, March 17 (By A. P.).— 
Three men were arrested, a fleet of 
eleven automobiles seized and 25,000 
rounds of pistol ammunition confis- 
cated here today by Federal narcotic 
agents in the round-up of a ring with 
which -undercover men had arranged 
for the purchase of $62,500 worth of 
narcotics. 

Agents expressed the belief that they 
had broken up one of the largest nar- 
cotic distributing rings in the country. 

The trap was sprung with the arrest 
of August Scontrino after undercover 
men had arranged for the large pur- 
chase. * 

The arrest was made after the agents 
had telephoned Scontrino that samples 
had been found pure and that they 
were coming to his house for the re- 
mainder of the order. Scontrino was 
found talking with Angelo Pinez when 
the agents arrived. Both were arrested. 
Scontrino carried an automatic. A 
search of the house revealed four more 
automatics and 25,000 rounds of am- 
munition. Five touring cars, the li- 
cense plates of which revealed that they 
were the property of Scontrino, were 
found in the block. Six other automo- 
biles were found listed under the same 
name. Officers said the fleet of auto- 
mobiles was used in transporting nar- 
cotics throughout the South. 

Daniel Gold, the third man arrested, 
was said by the agents to have acted 
as a go-between for Scontrino in deal- 
ing with purchasers. .

Cartoonist’s Plea Granted by 
Judge Who Gave Countess 
$26,000 Alimony. 


“BUD” ON SEA AT TIME 


New York, March 17 (By A. .P.).— 
Harry C. (“Bud”) Fisher, comic strip 
artist and turfman, won a point today 
in the legal tilt with his wife, the for- 
mer Countess Beaumont. Justice Tier- 
ney ordered Mrs. Fisher’s separation ac- 
tion, which was decided in her favor 


by default, returned to the trial cal- 
endar. 

Justice Tierney granted Mrs. Fisher a 
separation on February 8, awarding her 
annual alimony of $26,000. The hear- 
ing was held over the protest of counsel 
for Fisher, who said his client was on 
the way to Europe to get witnesses 
who could refute the wife’s charges of 
cruelty and abandonment.. At that 
time counsel for Mrs. Fisher suggested 
ironically that Fisher was going abroad 
probably to get Mutt and Jeff, the 
characters of his comic strip, to testify 
for him. 

After hearing Mrs. Fisher's story of 
her life with Fisher, Justice Tierney 
said from the bench that the car- 
toonist apparently was the kind of man 
who drew pictures to amuse children 
during the day and.then went home and 
beat his wife at night. He also charac- 
terized Fisher’s drawings puerlle and 
senseless. 

“I don't see how any one can pay 
money for that nonsense,” he ejacu- 
lated when told that Fisher made $250,- 
000 yearly from his comics. 

Todky, however, the justice in order- 
ing the case opened and setting it for 
retrial March 28 said that when he 
granted the separation he was of the 
opinion that Fisher’s “sudden and un- 
announced departure for Europe” was 
to escape jurisdiction of the court. 

The Fishers were married aboard the 
liner Leviathan October 24, 1925, and 
in April of 1926 his wife- sailed for 
France saying she would “never, never 
return” to him. When she later 
brought the separation action he raised 
the question of the validity of a mar- 
riage performed by a ship’s captain, 
but Justice Ford ruled the marriage 
was legal and binding. 


CHILDREN HE KILLED 
KIDNAPED BY SCHOLL 


Took Them From Grandfather 
in December, Mother Says 


at Inquest. 


Gary, Ind., March 17 (By A. P.).— 
Walter Scholl, slayer of his two chil- 
dren, was held to the grand jury at 
a coroner’s inquest today and removed 
to the Lake county jail at Crown Point. 


He repeated his ronfession mad: imn- 
mediately after his drrest in Chicago 
late yesterday. 

His father, the Rev. Charles Scholl, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., retired Seventh Day 
Adventist preacher, testified that Scholl 
kidnaped the children from him last 
December. Scholl’s mother cried softly 
as her husband and son testified, but 
she was not called to the stand. 

The Rev. Mr. Scholl today was un- 
decided whether to have the bodies of 
the children interred in Gary, or taken 
to the former family home at Mil- 
waukee, Wis. 

Scholl’s second wife, estrangement 
from whom was said by Scholl to have 
led to the despondency which impelled 
him to slay the children, was not at thc 
inquest.

McGrath, Alaska, March 17 (By A.

New England shoe workers to Florida 
appeared to have been checked tonight 
by the joint efforts of the Joint Shoe 
Council of this city and the Miami 
Realty Board. 

John M. Long, secretary of the Joint 
Shoe Council, which acts in an ad- 
visory capacity to the eleven unions of 
shoe workers in Brockton, said that he 
believed many of the 800 workers who 
had planned to go to Miami on prom- 
ises that work in their line would be 
provided there had changed their minds 
after being assured that the Florida 
plan was a real-estate selling scheme. 

The joint council was awaiting a 
message from the Miami Realty Board 
which news dispatches said had been 
sent today. This message, it was said, 
stated that there was no work in the 
Southern city for shoe-factory workers. 

Advertisements appearing recently in 
Brockton newspapers asked for 1,000 
shoe workers to go to Miami. Hundreds 
of craftsmen signed up, Mr. Long said, 
some planning to go South by train, 
others looking forward to the trip by 
road. The attention of the joint councli 
was directed to the exodus, and an 
investigation followed. 

“We had some of our members write 
to the address given in Miami,” Mr. 
Long said, “‘but the replies said nothing 
at all about the shoe industry. They 
preferred to talk about lots which could 
be purchased for $5 down and $5 a 
week. They also promised the worker 
a $50 free trip. But there was nothing 
definite about the trip, and we gathered 
that they would allow the lot purchaser 
$50 off the stated price of the property 
to pay for his traveling expenses. 

“The joint shoe council acts as ad- 
viser to the eleven unions here, which 
have a membership of from 11,000 to 
12,000. This matter seemed to fall 
within our province, so we learned as 
much as we could about it.”

“AS YOUNG WIDOW FLEES 


Macon Youth Is Identified by 
Her as Killer; Victim Was 
Not Robbed. 


NATIVE OF CHAPEL HILL 


Macon, Ga., March 17 (By A. P.).— J. 
BD. Weaver, Macon youth, was identified 
today as the slayer of Everett B. Hogan, 


by Mrs. Eva Tanner, who was the com- 
panion of the cotton broker when he 
was killed late last night. He was shot 
on a lonely road near here last night. 
Weaver was placed in Bibb county jail. 
Hogan, wealthy bachelor and senior 
member of the cotton brokerage firm 
of Hogan & Levie here, was shot to 
déath on a lonely road near here late 
last night, while driving with Mrs. Tan- 
ner, a young widow. She told the po- 
lice that three highwaymen who drove 
up in an automobile and stopped their 
machine, shot her escort after demand- 
ing money. 

Mrs. Tanner said she jumped from 
the automobile after imploring the 
holdup men not to shoot and ran 
screaming for help. She was found 
later by a passing motorist, who found 
Hogan lying dead in his automobile. 

Hogan, she said, had answered their 
demand for money by a movement as 
if to reach for his pocket, when one 
of the men shot. Just before that, he 
had said, she quoted him: “Take my 
car! take everything that I have, but 
don’t kill me.” Officers found he fad 
not been robbed of either the money 
which he carried or jewelry valued at 
some $4,000. 

Hogan was a native of Chapel Hill, N. 
C: His body will be sent to his old 
home for burial. A brother, M. E. Ho- 
gan, cashier of a bank at Chapel Hill, 
survives him. Mrs. Tanner’s husband 
has been dead for several years. 


PROSECUTOR IS SHOT 
FOLLOWING THREATS 


Reference to Kidnaping and 
Slaying of Illinois Road 
Officer in Note. 


West Frankfort, Ill.; March 17 (By 
A. P.).—Arlie O. Boswell, Williamson 
county State’s attorney, who was shot 


and slightly wounded by an unidenti- 
fied assailant at his garage at Marion 
last night, said at the hospital here 
today he received an anonymous threat 
by mail yesterday. 

“You know Price knew too much,” 
the threat said. “But he didn’t know 
half as much as you do. Ten years 
to life doesn’t mean much to you.” 

The note was signed with a skull 
and cross-bones: 

Boswell said he had received nu- 
merous similar threats before but had 
not paid much attention to them. 
He said he did not know whether 
there was any connection beween the 
note and the fact that he recently 
prosecuted three members of the Birger 
gang and sent them to prison for ten 
years to life. 

The reference to Price apparently 
was to the fact that Lory L. Price, 
State highway patrolman, was abducted 
with his wife and killed because he 
“knew too much” about the activities 
of the rival Birger and Shelton gangs.

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SPARED ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Slayer, Who Lost Sight, Taste 
and Hearing in Suicide 
Attempt, Is Saved. 


TWO OTHERS EXECUTED 


Ossining,’N. Y., March 17 (By A. P.). 
Harry W. Cowan, blind slayer of Edith 
Burton, was pulled from the shadow of 
the electric chair late today as he and 
two other men were preparing to pay 
with their lives for murders they had 
committed as the result of love affairs. 


Cowan was saying a last farewell to 
his daughter in the death house when 
a keeper ran up with the word that 
Gov. Smith had commuted the death 
sentence to life’imprisonment. The in- 
formation had to be shouted to the 
prisoner, for .immediately after Miss 
Burton was killed he shot himself in 
the head and, besides forfeiting his 
sight and his sense of taste, he became 
partly deaf. 

“Good,” he exclaimed when the im- 
port of the keeper’s message became 
clear to him. “The governor will never 
regret this.” 

The other two men, Convicted of the 
murder of the husband of the woman 
they both loved, were electrocuted in 
Sing Sing prison late tonight. They 
were Joseph Friia, 32, and Joseph Pro- 
venzano, 35, sentenced to death for the 
slaying of James Lemeardi in Rochester, 
N. Y., in 1925. 

Mrs. Lemardi, the mother of three 
children, is serving a 20-year sentence 
in Auburn prison for her part in the 
plot. The State, at the trials, contend- 
ed that Provenzano and Mrs. Lemardi 
induced Friia to shoot the husband s0 
that Provenzano and the wWife could 
elope. . 

On December 28, 1925, Miss Burton’s 
mother returned late at night to her 
Brooklyn apartment to find her daugh- 
ter dead on the floor with a bullet 
through her heart and Cowan lying 
unconscious with a bullet wound in the 
head. Whisky bottles were on the 
table. 

Cowan was charged with the murder. 
He said that Miss Burton, to whom he 
referred as his common law wife, had 
taken her own life in a suicide pact 
with him and that he had then unsuc- 
cessfully attempted suicide. 

Letters were found written by Cowan 
to former Senator A. B. Lewis, of Utah, 
warning the aged legislator that Miss 
Burton was planning to marry Lewis as 
part of a plot to get his money. Lewis 
was told in the letter that it was the 
plan to poison him after the marriage. 

On the stand in Cowan’s trial, Lewis 
said that he had intended to marry 
Miss Burton as soon as he obtained a 
divorce. The oldest of his four chil- 
dren at that time was 42. 

Cowhn took the stand to say that he 
had got into difficulties with police 
after absconding with $12,000 from a 
hotel and that he had decided to end 
his life as the only way out. He said 
that Miss Burton had shared the money 
and when he told her of his plans she 
begged to be allowed to die with him. 

He was convicted of murder by a jury 
on March 23 of last year. He was sen- 
tenced to die in May of that year, but 
execution of the sentence was later in- 
definitely postponed, recently to be set 
for tonight.

ENVOY IN PARIS ASKED 
TO MAKE INVESTIGATION 


Complaint to Department of 
' State Charges Exactions 


| Are Unjustified. 


Americans in France have protested 
to the State Department against what 
they regard as an exorbitant tax levied 
by the French government on all for- 
eigners. The charge is made that the 
imposition of the levy against Ameri- 
can citizens is in violation of the 
French-American consular convention 
of 1853, which contains a paragraph 
interpreted by the protesting American 
citizens as a safeguard against unjus- 
, tified taxation. 

The State Department declined yes- 
terday to discuss these protests beyond 
admitting that American Ambassador 
Herrick in Paris had been asked to in- 
vestigate the charges and report to 
Washington. Legal officials of the de- 
partment refused to pass on the pro- 
visions of the consular convention re- 
garding taxation, holding that it would 
not. be proper to interpret any French 
tax law. 

Tax of $14 Levied. 


The French government now is levy- 
ing upon all foreigners a fee of 375 
francs—about $14—a year for an iden- 
tity card which every alien must carry 
and use for every transaction. The 
alien who fails to apply for or obtain 
his identity card is subject to fines and 
imprisonment. Raids are in progress 


by the French authorities, and one 
found without the card in his pos- 
session is hauled‘ before the authorities 
and a fine of $14 imposed, according 
to the protest. 

A group of American girl students, 
it was learned, were sent to court and 
fined for failing to have the identity 
cards. Americans, it seems, are the 
chief victims of the French law, due 
perhaps to the debt hostility. If the 
fee was nominal, say, a dollar, the ob- 
jection would not be raised, but $14 
is regarded by the protesting Ameri- 
cans as unjustified extortion. 


Terms of Consular Convention. 


The consular convention cited by the 
protesting Americans was negotiated 
in 1853 by Edward Everett, American 
Secretary of State, and Count de Sar- 
tiges, Minister Plenipotentiary repre- 
senting the emperor of the French. 
The object of the treaty was the de- 
velopment of the commercial inter- 
course of the two governments and to 
provide reciprocal privileges by the 
citizens of France in the United States 
and the citizens of the United States 
in France. 

The article in the treaty, which the 
State Department is told the French 
system of taxing Americans for identity 
cards violates, provides that the na- 
tionals of each government shall have 
the right of possessing personal and 
real property in the two countries. The 
article then adds: ; 

“They shall be free to dispose of it 
as they may please, either gratuitously 
or for value received, by donation, 
testament or otherwise, just as those 
citizens themselves; and in no case 
shall they be subjected to taxes on 
transfer, inheritance or any others dif- 
ferent from those paid by the latter, 
or to taxes which shall not be equally 
imposed.”’

SEVERAL PLEAD GUILTY 
AT OPENING OF TRIAL 


Vindication Wanted as Matter 
of Principle, Say Men 
and Concerns. 


Chicago, March 17 (By A. P.).—A 
jury, which for ten weeks had sat pa- 
tiently listening to testimony and ar- 


guments in the trial of the greatest 
number of defendants — 129 — ever 
brought to book at one time by the 
Federal government, tonight deliberated 
over punishment or acquittal of 57 men 
and 72 furniture manufacturing con- 
cerns charged with conspiracy to vio- 
late the antitrust law. 

After deliberating for ten hours 
Without being able to reach a verdict, 
the jury at 10 o’clock tonight ad- 
journed its deliberations until tomor- 
row morning and was taken to. a hotel. 
The jury received the case shortly after 
noon and continued its deliberations 
throughout the afternoon and evening. 
At 10 o’clock it reported it was still 
unable to agree. 

Originally 145 defendants were named 
in two indictments, 76 concerns and in- 
dividuals representative of the bedroom 
manufacturers and 69 from the field 
of dining-room furniture. Three com- 
panies and two individuals pleaded 
guilty before the trial started, and one 
corporation and two individuals were 
dismissed. 

Six concerns and seven men were 
named in both indictments and, should 
the jury decide upon conviction, would 
be Hable to sentences in each instance. 


$5,000 and Year in Jail. 


The maximum punishment possible 
would be a $5,000 fine and a year in 
jail. The men could not be sentenced 
to a Federal penitentiary since their 
alleged offense is called a misdemeanor 
instead of a felony. 

The manufacturing concerns involved 
are scattered through twelve States, the 
largest number being 25 in Pennsyl- 
vania. Michigan runs a close second 
with 20, and the list dwindles to 11 
in Ohio, 6 in Missouri, 5 in New York, 3 
each in Maryland, and Indiana, and 1 
each in Massachusetts, Wisconsin, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Minnesota. 

The case had been pending many 
months when it was brought to trial 
ten weeks ago. 

Those who determined to face trial 
announced that they did so because 
of principle, preferring to fight for 
vindication rather than to plead guilty 
and pay nominal fines. Previously sev- 
eral score of manufacturers entered 
guilty pleas on other indictments and 
paid fines totaling approximately $500,- 
000

MELLON NOT CONSISTENT, 
DECLARES OF. HIBBEN 


America, He Recalls, Refused 
to Link Reparations With 
Debt Funding. 


DEFENDS FACULTY VIEWS 


Princeton, N. J., Marck 17 (By A. P.). 
The explanation by Secretary Mellon 
of the Treasury of the war debt situ- 
ation was inconsistent with the policies 
of the debt commission in 1925, Presi- 
dent John Grier Hibben of Princeton 
university declared tonight. 

In a statement defending the facul- 
ties of Princeton and Columbia against 
criticism that the professors argued 
without adequate knowledge of facts, 
Dr. Hibben said: 

“Mr. Mellon’s argument that the 
burden of paying all debts owed to the 
United States is not a grievous one be- 
cause it can be paid with amounts re- 
ceived each year from German repara- 


tions is not in keeping with the state- 
ment of policy made by tke debt com- 
mission and. reported in the press on 
September 30, 1925.” 

The Princeton faculty had joined 
with that of Columbia in suggesting a 
revision and reconstruction of the debt 
settlements and Secretary Mellon re- 
plied that the debtor nations were ac- 
corded lenient treatment. 

The statement of the commission 
referred to by Dr. Hibben had insisted 
that the payment of German repara- 
tions to France could not be linked 
directly with the debt funding agree- 
ment, holding that the German repara- 
tion payments and the Frenck wartime 
debt to the United States were separate 
problems. 

“‘Moreover,"" Dr. Hibben added, “the 
request of France that America should 
take a position toward France similar 
to that of Great Britain in reference 
to the modification of payments due, 
in the event that the German repara- 
tions should diminish in amount or 
fail, was refused by our debt commis- 
sion. This proposal was called the 
‘safeguard clause’ and was- eliminated 
from the debt settlement between 
France and the United States at our 
insistence. © 

“Mr. Mellon’s argument, therefore, in 
this respect, has validity only so far 
as it assumes that Germany will con- 
tinue to pay the regular amounts of 
reparation through a. period of 60 
years. This is an assumption of 
dubious justification.”

LIFTING EMBARGO FOUGHT 


Mexico City, March 17 (By A. P.).— 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Kellogg probably will receive a 
personal report on the Mexican situa- 
tion from James R. Sheffield, the 
American Ambassador, in June, The 
Ambassador is planning to return to 
the United States at that time to at- 
tend the fortieth reunion of his class 
at Yale. 

The trip will be a personal affair, 
but nevertheless the Ambassador is ex- 
pected to see the President and Secre- 
tary of State and discuss Mexican 
questions with them. : 

There is no reason for the present to 
suppose that Mr. Sheffield will return 
to the United States before June or 
that he will not return here after his 
vacation.

Winslow, recently stationed at Berne, 
Switzerland, has arrived and assumed 
his duties as assistant first secretary 
of the embassy. Arthur Bliss Lane con- 
tinues as senior first secretary.

laden, in latitude 33.44 north and 
longitude 72.30 west. The schooner 
was abandoned several days ago, and 
her crew of eight was picked up by 
the American tanker Gulf Point. 

The coast guard cutter Carrdabassett 
had been ordered from Norfolk to 
search for the schooner and if possible 
tow her to port. The Carrabassett is 
now a sea, and the wireless from the 
Elswick Park caused some _ surprise 
because it was thought possible the 
schooner and her cargo might be saved.

Albany, N. Y., March 17 (By A. P.).— 
New York State, already recognized as 
the leader in the wide movement to 


curb crime by strengthening criminal 
statutes, is going even farther in that 
direction. 

This became evident today when 
only slight opposition developed at a 
joint hearing on 40 bills introduced by 
the Baumes crime commission. Less 
than half a dozen of the proposed 
laws came under attack, and only one, 
designed to expand operation of the 
law dealing with carrying concealed 
weapons, brought organized opposition. 

The bill principally attacked would 
require pistol manufacturers and deal- 
ers to take out a State license, would 
extend the permit requirements to in- 
clude not only pistols and revolvers of 
the common type, but also weapons 
made by cutting off the stock and part 
of the barrel of a shotgun, the new 
air-pressure pistols imported from Eng- 
land and various contrivances for 
shooting charges loaded with gas.

1 persons riding in an automobile in 
which there is found a pistol. 

Opponents of the pistol bill -were 
representatives of marksmen’s clubs 
and several private citizens who ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was the 
constitutional right of every man to 
carry arms and defend himself. 

In connection with the bills an ar- 
senal of crime was exhibited in the 
State chamber. 

The weapons included one double- 
barrelled 28-gauge shotgun, sawed off 
to a length of 20 inches and with the 
butt whittled down to the form of a 
pistol grip. This was used in a recent 
$75,000 hold-up in Maiden lane, New 
York. 

Other exhibits were: 

An air pistol of English manufacture 
which would shoot a lead pellet through 
a half-inch pine board at a distance of 
15 feet. 


Gas Revolver Is Shown. 


A gas revolver which discharges a 
small gas bomb which explodes about 
10 or 15 feet from the muzzle of the 
weapon, with fumes sufficiently pow- 
erful to produce unconsciousness over 
a considerable radius. 

A keyhole gas gun, with a long, 
slender barrel, which can be inserted 
through a keyhole and discharge a 
small gas bomb on the other side of 
the door. 

A knife gun, which, when its blade 
is opened, is converted into a pistol. 

It was explained that these weapons 
are popular with foreign-born crimi- 
nals and can be sold at present with- 
out restrictions.

Detroit, March 17 (By A. P.).—Prohi- 
bition and immigration ran a close 
popularity race with libel today. Fail- 


ing to gain admittance to the Ford- 
Sapiro libel suit, rows, often five and 
six deep, crowded into the court of Fed- 
eral Judge Charles C. Simons, down 
the hall from Judge Fred M. Ray- 
mond’s court. A back door left open, 
in contrast to the closely guarded door 
of the libel suit, provided the reason.

the slates of officers and boards of 
directors. Sapiro himself prepared the 
articles of incorporation and by-laws of 
the burley tobacco growers, including 
the stipulation that fair prices were 
to be paid for warehouses. 


“Within a few days after the asso- 
ciation was incorporated 119 ware- 
houses were bought at a price of 
$2,000,000. 

“Sapiro told the tobacco producers of 
North Carolina he could get all the 
money he wanted from the War 
Finance Corporation, of which Eugene 
Meyer, jr., was the head. At a meet- 
ing of growers Sapiro quoted Meyer 
to the effect that he would back co- 
operative marketing ‘to the last ditch.’ 

“Mr. Sapiro said he would have no 
trouble getting all the money he wish- 
ed, and that money was government 
money—your money and my money.” 

Meyer is one of several prominent 
men mentioned in the series of articles 
in the Independent that attack Sapiro’s 
activities. 

Coercion was often used in getting 
towns to aid in forming cooperatives, 
he charges, citing the case of Wilson, 
N. C., where they were told if they 
did not get behind the movement grass 
would soon be growing in their streets. 


Outsiders Got More. 


“And in this same town” the senator 
said “tobacco growers got on the open 
market 40 per cent more than mem- 
bers of the association did.” 

Mr. Reed was interrupted frequently 
before the conference with the judge, 
by Mr. Gallagher who objected to the 
attacks against Sapiro and who be- 
lieved the senator should confine his 
statements as to evidence to be in- 
troduced to prove the truth of alleged 
libelous articles. 

Turning quickly toward the judge 
the Senator said “Your Honor, as a 
capable attorney I have carefully ex- 
amined this statement and I do not 
believe the matter to be purely argu- 
mentative. I intend to introduce evi- 
dence to prove their truth.” 

He was permitted to proceed. 

“At the time Mr. Sapiro entered 
these cooperative organizations he had 
never owned a farm in his life, never 
plowed a furrow or sowed an acre of 
grain. He was a city boy, and grew up 
a city man,” said Mr. Reed, who read 


several speeches of Sapiros, in which | 


he told of his life as an orphan and 
his fight for an education. Sapiro had 
told of his youth and early struggle to 
illustrate why he was interested in 
helping the farmer without, as he said, 
money recompense. 


Reed smiled in derision as he read 
the addresses, and as he completed one 
he looked over his glasses at the jury 
sternly, saying, “from the organization 
he formed after that speech he col- 
lected $140,000.” 


Two “Pet Schemes.” 


Learning about cooperative organiza- 
tions in California, Reed said Sapiro 
conceived the idea of going to tne 
farmers of the United States and the 
fruit growers and laying before them a 
scheme for marketing, telling vhem 
“they would be able to control the mar- 
keting of their products and fix prices.” 

“In this way Sapiro told them they 
could make huge profits, grow rich and 
prosperous, live in fine homes, and edu- 
cate their children in colleges,” said 
the senator. 

“Evidence will show his scheme was 
purely for the benefit of Sapiro, that 
he was not a farmer nor were any of 
his people. . 

“He developed two pet schemes, one 
of them being to extend the mere mat- 
ter of selling the goods on the market 
to what they call the ‘processing’ of 
the goods, that is sometimes to a 
partial manufacture. Sometimes the 
storing of goods was contemplated. The 
other was a matter of organization.” 

“The plan was to go into a com- 
munity, interest certain parties, gen- 
erally persons who were directly in- 
terested in selling warehouses or gain- 
ing some advantage, getting up what 
was called a preorganization committee. 
This preorganization committee would 
then proceed to interest the farmers. 


Reed Outlines “Plan.” 


“The preorganization committee. 
almost always Sapiro’s men, would con- 
trol the selection of the boards of di- 
rectors and of the executive commit- 
tees. So he starts in with the pre- 
organization committee gaining con- 
trol. One way this was done was by 
making it profitable to these people 
who constituted his preorganization 
committee or his early board of direc- 
tors. 

“For instance, he would get together 
the owners of warehouses and drying 
plants and other plants engaged in 
handling agricultural products. They 
would be made into a preorganization 
committee which would take over the 
plants, factories and warehouses of the 
gentlemen who had gone in with Mr. 
Sapiro and would take them over at 
handsome prices. 


Senator Reed said as a means of ty- 
ing people to him, Sapiro paid almost 
unheard of sums to warehouse owners 
whose influence Sapiro desired. He at- 
tacked the contracts signed by the as- 


sociations with farmers as being too 
binding.

In holding in favor of Cook, Judge 
Wiison stated that the new law is “a 
radical departure, without parallel,” 
and gives the trial judge control over 


the prisoner until the termination of 
the latter’s sentence. 

“The act gives district judges, in 
some senses, pardoning power not en- 
joyed by the President,” said Judge 
Wilson. 

He stated that in his opinion the 
original sentence against Cook was ex- 
cessive, that Cook now is a pauper, 
and that if he served his full sentence 
he would be 75 years old when re- 
leased. 

Probation amounts virtually to sus- 
pended sentence. At the end of five 
years he will be eligible for complete 
freedom by pardon and will be forced 
to return to prison unless the Presi- 
dent commutes the sentence or grants 
pardon. 

Probation differs from parole. Under 
parole a prisoner continues under ob- 
servation until the limit of his sen- 
tence. 

Six previous probationary cases were 
cited by counsel in argument today. 
One of these is from Arkansas, one 
from Arizona, two from Nebraska and 
two from California. In the Arkansas 
case it was held that the judge did 
not have authority to grant probation 
after sentence had begun. The op- 
posite was held in the Arizona case, 
United States vs. Chafina, McCutcheon 
said. The. Nebraska cases apparently 
hold with the Arizona ruling, while 
the California cases are believed to be 
in conflict. All of these cases are on 
appeal. - 

Cook was sentenced in 1923 by Judge 
John M. Killitis, of Ohio, who sat here 
as a special judge, and has served three 
and one-half yeays. His application 
for probation was made two weeks ago. 

A fellow prisoner, Harry Schwartz, 
who was sentenced to ten years for a 
similar offense, has applied for proba- 
tion. His case is to be decided soon.

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OVER SUBMARINE PLANS 


Fear of Possible Leakage of 
Mystery Boat Secrets 
Is Seen. 


NO BOND FOR VETERAN 


London, March 17 (By A. P.).—Fears 
of a possible leakage of secrets con- 
nected with Great Britain’s biggest 
submarine are believed to have prompt- 
ed the admiralty to request the arrest 
of Lieut. Comdr. Colin Mayers, retired. 
In the Bow street police court today 
he was charged, under the official 
secrets act, of having in his possession 
plans and documents dealing with the 
submarine service. The case is so seri- 
ous the magistrate refused bail. 

Although no evidence was tendered, 
it is understood Mayers, who had a 


brilliant war career in the submarine 
service, was charged with being in 
possession, contrary to his duty, of 
plans relating to the submarine O-1 
and X-1. The latter is described as 
the biggest submarine in the world. 
It was launched in June, 1923, and 
will cost £1,000,000. It is 350 feet 
long and carries four big guns in 
armored turrets, but the size of the 
guns, the number of torpedo tubes and 
other details have been kept a close 
secret. 

Mayers is 36 years old. He was born 
in Quinea and served for nineteen 
years in the British navy, five of them 
in the submarine service. He was re- 
tired at his own request a few months 
ago to join the submarine department 
of Vickere, Ltd., builders of warships 
and ordnance. 


The British royal navy list, issued in 
January, includes Lieut. Comdr Colin 
Mayers among active officers of the 
navy and shows he was commissioned 
lieutenant commander October 1, 1920. 
He was in charge of the M-2, one of 
the Monitor type of British submarines, 
303 feet long and carrying a 12-inch 
gun in a turret mounted on the center 
of the hull. 

The operation of this gun is unique. 
It is elevated to a high angle, then the 
submarine sinks about 12 feet below 
the surface, leaving the muzzle of the 
big rifle above water. There is a bead 
sight on the gun muzzle, which is 


sighted by periscope and fired while 
the submarine is running at shallow 
submersion. To reload, it is necessary 
to return to the surface.

COURTS MUST AETRENGH 
BECAUSE OF DEFICIENCY 


Failure of Bill in Congress Is 
Called to Their Attention 
by Sargent. 


SALARIES WILL BE PAID 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The necessity for a policy of re- 
trenchment in the operative offices of 
the Federal courts of the country has 
been emphasized by Attorney General 
Sargent in-a circular letter to Federal 
judges. 


Failure of Congress to pass the sec- 
ond deficiency bill carrying appropria- 
tions for witness fees and expenses of 
jurors will handicap the Department of 
Justice in the prosecution of cases, al- 
though the Attorney General maintain- 
ed that actions pending could be dis- 
posed of and enforcement of the law 
would not be affected adversely because 
of the enforced economy. 

In view of the fact that there are 
practically no funds available for these 
expenses, district judges have been re- 
quested to call the attention of United 
States attorneys and marshals to the 
necessity of strict economy. 

Reports that terms of certain Federal 
courts might be postponed because of 
the shortage of funds were character- 
ized tonight by the Attorney General as 
not representing the true situation. 
Neither is there any danger that Fed- 
eral judges will not be paid the entire 
amounts due them. The deficiency bill 


provided for unusual expenses, other 


than salaries, and, in any event, addi- 


| tional funds will be available at the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30. 


The economy urged by the depart- 
ment will not affect the keeping of

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SEEN IN PAY ROLL HOLOUF 


$35,000 Already Dug Up, 
Suspect Says He Will 
Aid Detectives. 


PROMISES NEW EVIDENCE 


Pittsburgh, March 17 (By A. P.).— 
Hopeful of recovering more loot of the 
$104,000 Coverdale armored car pay roll 
robbery, Allegheny county detectives 
today took Joséph Weckoski, a suspect, 
to his farm near Bentleyville, where 
$35,000 already has been dug up from 
caches. 


Detectives said Weckoski, who was 
brought here last night from Detrolt, 
signified his willingness to point out 
where additional evidence may be 
found against the bandit gang, which 
was implicated in four major pay roll 
robberies here by a confession yester- 
day of Paul Jaworski, another suspect. 

A charge of murder was placed 
against Jaworski by Coroner W. J. 
McGregor after the suspect told District 
Attorney Samuel H. Gardner the gang 
staged the Mollenauer and Beadling 
pay roll robberies, in addition to the 
Coverdale holdup last week and a lesser 
robbery -in downtown Pittsburgh. A 
guard was killed in each of the Mol- 
lenauer and Beadling holdups, which 
occurred near Christmas in 1925 and 
1923, respectively. Loot of the four 
robberies was placed at $182,000. 

Weckoski was taken to his farm im- 
mediately after his arrival last night, 


but told officers he was unable to aid | 
them in the darkness. After greeting | 


his wife and five children, Weckoski 
was brought back to Pittsburgh and 


again taken to Bentleyville this morn- | 


ing. 

Denying complicity in the operations 
of the bandit gang, Weckoski was said 
by detectives to have admitted they 
used his farm for their headquarters. 
He told officers the robbers came to 
his. place after committing both the 
Beadling and Mollenauer crimes. 

At Beadling, Ross Dennis, a guard 
of the Pittsburgh Coal Co., was killed 
and $23,000 stolen and at Mollenauer 
the bandits escaped with $47,000 after 
killing I. J. Gump, a guard for the 
Pittsburgh Terminal Coal Co. 

Detectives learned Weckoski was at 
his farm Friday when bandits blew up 
an armored automobile at Coverdale 
and escaped with a $104,000 pay roll of 
the Pittsburgh Terminal Coal Co. 
Jaworski, the officers said, was the 
driver of the bandit car, while other 
members of the gang planted powder 
in the road and blew up the pay car. 

George Murren, chief of Allegheny 
county detectives, said they. expected to

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FACTS ABOUT WAR DEBTS. 


If the Columbia and Princeton professors 
who have demanded revision of the war debts 
are seeking truth they will be delighted 
with Secretary Mellon's letter to President 
Hibben, of Princeton, which riddles the as- 
sumptions set up by the two sets of professors. 
Mr. Mellon deals in facts. / The one fact that 
destroys the argument of the professors is 
that all the countries owing money to the 
United States are receiving or are about to re- 
ceive from their debtors more than they are 
paying to the United States. Here are Mr. Mel- 
lon’s own words:

The fact is that all of our principal 
debtors are already receiving from Ger- 
many more than enough to pay their debts 
to the United States: and France and 
Italy, with the exception of this year in 
the case of the latter, are receiving from 
the same source more than enough to pay 
their debts to Great Britain also. 

Mr. Mellon shows that France will receive 
from Germany this year $176,000,000 and will 
pay to the United States $30,000,000 and to 
Great Britain $71,000,000, leaving to France 
a balance of $75,000,000. Italy will receive 
from Germany $22,000,000 and will pay to the 
United States $5,000,000 and to Great Britain 
$19,000,000. Beginning in 1929 Italy will re- 
ceive from Germany $45,000,000, leaving to 
Italy a balance of $21,000,000 after paying the 
United States and Great Britain. Belgium 
will receive this year-from Germany $16,000- 
000 more than she will pay to other countries. 
Jugoslavia will receive from Germany this year 
$11,000,000 more than she will have to pay. 
By 1929 all of the other countries that owe 
money to the United States will be receiving 
$3,000,000 a year from Germany more than 
they pay on their debts. . 

In 1930, when France will be expected to 
pay larger sums to the United States and Great 
Britain, she will receive from Germany $237,- 
‘809,090 more than she pays. In 1936, when 
Italy will pay the United States $16,000,000 a 
year and Great Britain $20,000,000 a year, her 
receipts from Germany will be $15,000,000 
more than she pays. 

Mr. Mellon also shows that Great Britain 1s 
receiving this year from her debtors $2,000,- 
000 more than she pays to the United States. 


In 1928-1929 Great Britain will receive from - 


her debtors $70,000,000 more than she pays 
to the United States. Referring to Great Brit- 
ain, Mr. Mellon says::

THE SINCLAIR CASE. 


A jury has held that Harry F. Sinclair was 
guilty of contempt of the Senate in refusing 
to answer questions propounded to him by 
the Senate committee on public lands. The 
jury, under the court’s instructions, was re- 
quired to determine whether or not Sinclair 
was summoned and had appeared, was sworn 
and had refused to answer four certain ques- 
tions. 

“The question whether or not the committee 
had a right to propound the four questions 
was not submitted to the jury. The question 
of the right of the witness to refuse to answer 
was not before the jury. The pertinency of 
the questions was held by the court‘ to be a 
matter for it, and not for the jury, to de- 
termine. 

The United States Supreme Court in the Mal 
Daugherty case held substantially that a wit- 
ness must appear when summoned, but that he 
would be within his rights if he refused to an- 
swer questions beyond the authority of a com- 
mittee to propound. 

The case against Harry F. Sinclair was a 
criminal case, and he was entitled to be tried 
by jury on the question at issue. Was not the 
real issue the pertinency of the questions pro- 
pounded to him? If so, he has not been tried 
by a jury. 

The Sinclair case will be appealed, and ap- 
parently it must be carried to the United 
States Supreme Court in order to determine 
whether the Senate committee acted within its 
powers when it propounded the four questions 
to him. If it went beyond its powers he is 
not guilty; yet he must remain under the 
stigma of a verdict of guilt by a jury that 
does not seem to have passed upon the real 
issue at all. 

If it is sound law that a committee of Con- 
gress can ask any question it pleases, and that 
a witness shall be tried and convicted upon 
the sole question whether he refused to answer, 
without reference to the character of the 
question propounded, then the reasoning of 
the Supreme Court in the Mal Daugherty case 
must be revised. That court set bounds upon 
the powers of a committee of Congress. 


MODEL HOUSING. 


Similar in some respects to the model tene- 
ment scheme being advocated in New York, a 
concer{2d effort has been launched in Chicago 
to provide adequate housing for white collar 
workers. Thirty-three representatives of busi- 
ness, industry and welfare have been appointed 
by Mayor Dever, and the committee is actively 
studying the situation under the leadership of 
an experienced Chicago builder. The first ob- 
jective is the modification of an existing Illi- 
nois law which prohibits limited dividend cor- 
porations from entering the housing field. Once 
this obstacle is removed actual construction 
will be started forthwith. 

The committee plans to form a corporation 
to erect comfortable homes which may be pur- 
chased with payments extending over a 15 to 
20 year period instead of the present 8 to 10 
years, and to purchase property in desirable 
residential districts, tear down dilapidated 
structures and erect thereon architecturally 
correct and attractive apartments. Tentative- 
ly, it has been decided that these apartments 
will be rented for about $10 a month per 
room. 

It is only recently that the public has begun 
to worry over the manner in which it is forced 
to live. Formerly housing was a peculiarly 
personal problem, until business came to a 
realization that the worker’s home life exerted 
a considerable influence over his efficiency. 
The individual who by force of circumstances 
is forced to return from his labors to squalid, 
poorly lighted and illy ventilated living quar- 
ters can not obtain proper rest or relaxation 
and does not return to his desk the next morn- 
ing in proper shape to carry on the day’s work. 

Only on the surface do directed housing 
schemes appear to be purely philanthropic. 
Actually they are godd business from which an 
entire community reaps handsome dividends. 


GOOD TIMES AHEAD. 


To the average citizen the kind of weather 
which has prevailed all of this week has 
meant golf clubs, garden implements, picnics 
and automobile rides. Spring is in the air. 
Its unmistakable odors are borne on gentle 
breezes through every open window. Bird 
songs; children’s voices, the hurdy-gurdy man 
and all of spring’s identifying voices have 
changed the prosaic city to a fairyland of burst- 
ing life. To the aVerage citizen it has meant 
merely the coming of the happy season. -To 
the storekeeper and the industrial leader, how- 
ever, it has meant this and a good deal more. 

The coming of spring means generally im- 
proving business. Spring buying appears to 
be blossoming out satisfactorily in all parts 
of the country, and the general trend of com- 
modity. prices has been upward. Spring 
weather has given impetus to the motor car 
industry despite the fact that it has been some- 
what unsettled by recurring talk of price cut- 
ting. Textiles, which suffered a bad year in 
1926, show some slight signs of improvement, 
although this industry has not as yet actually 
turned the corner. Manufacturers and build- 
ers are perv, ‘These are inagatry's: signs: of 
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‘ i oltectiice the: ‘February decline of some. 
200,000 tens. Railroad traffic continued to 
exceed that of a year ago, and the Treasury 


Department set an unusually low interest rate 


for its new financing. Furthermore, the pur- 
chasing power of the average American has 
increased more than one-third over the last 
five years. Spring is in the air, and it seems 
to be the prelude to a happy and prosperous 
summer. 


NO COAL STRIKE. 


Pleasitg news comes from the Department 
of Labor concerning the labor situation as be- 
tween the operators and the miners in the 
bituminous coal regions. 


Following the failure of the conference in 


Miami last month to settle the dispute over 
future wages the outlook was very dark. It 
was not that a coal famine was to be feared 
when the existing wage agreement between 
the unions and the operators expires on March 
31, as the nonunion mines will probably be 
operated and will be able to supply the normal 
demand in any event. But the outlook for 
peace was anything but bright, and strikes 
and lockouts always bring distress to the wives 
and children of the workers. 

The fact that the Department of Labor is 
able to announce that agreements have been 
reached between the miners and their em- 
ployers in several of the soft coal States, 
through the conciliatory efforts of John L. 
Lewis, president of the United Mine Workers 
of America, with the cooperation of Secretary 
Davis, is as pleasing as it is surprising. And 
when it is added that Mr. Lewis is today in con- 
ference with miners and operators at Kansas 
City, representing Arkansas, Kansas, Missouri 
and Oklahoma, and that preliminary negotia- 
tions are in progress in Michigan, there is 
every reason to hope that the differences will 
be settled and new wage agreements signed 
before the end of the month. 

The agreements already signed affect the 
mines in Pennsylvania, Wyoming and Mon- 
tana, and when completed will make impos- 
sible a strike this year, notwithstanding the 
fact that such an outcome of the failure of the 
Miami conference appeared to be inevitable a 
few weeks ago. 


EMERGENCY TRAFFIC, 


The coroner’s jury has exonerated the driver 


of the police patrol which ran over and killed 


a little girl last Wednesday evening, and has 
rendered a verdict of accidental death. Ap- 
parently the vehicle was moving at moderate 
speed, and the warning signal had been sound- 
ed. The child became confused, darted away 
from the restraining hand of her sister, stum- 
bled and fell in the path of danger. 

As a general thing police patrols, fire ap- 
paratus and ambulances in Washington are 
handled carefully by their drivers. When 
answering emergency calls such equipment 
must travel at a high rate of speed. The noisy 
whistles and bells with which they are equipped 
should be sufficient warning to the public, and 
it is the duty of every individual to place him- 
self out of danger as soon as the warning is 
heard. 

Now and then, however, it seems that-emer- 
gency apparatus of one sort or another is driv- 
en far too rapidly through the streets. When 
returning from a conflagration a piece of fire 
apparatus should have no unusual privileges, 
and its driver should be forced to handle his 
vehicle in exactly the same fashion as the 
driver of any private autemobile. In response 
to an emergency call, speed is imperative. At 
alt other times, however, police patrols, fire 


wagons and ambulances should not break the 
speed limits. 


THE VIRGINIA SHORE. 


The interfederation citizens’ association 
conference has expressed the opinion that the 
Virginia shore of the Potomac river, opposite 
the Capital, is an integral part of the ‘Federal 
City, and that the same conservation treatment 
which is approved for Washington should be 
applied to it. The pronouncement is important 
and. should be accorded full recognition. 

Actually the opposite side of the river is 
in many ways more important than the Dis- 
trict side. To any one proceeding along a 
local shore drive, the focal point of interest 
is the Virginia shore. It is the picture to 
which all eyes are drawn. The Virginia shore 
constitutes the background of a_ splendid 
picture. Destroy the background, and the 
picture loses its attractiveness. 

Up until the present, the opposite shore has 
been beautiful because of its comparatively 
natural state. Lately, however, there seems 
to have developed a tendency to exploit\the 
area commercially. The shoreline should be 
conserved and developed by competent land- 
scape architects, working under the direction 
of the National Capital park and planning 
commission.

SCHOOLBOY PATROLS. 


It is not difficult to justify the various 
resolutions which have been passed calling 
for the abandonment of the schoolboy traffic 
patrol. Two accidents in which boy officers 
were injured have followed in quick succes- 
sion. Apparently the task of aiding others 
across the streets tends to place life in danger, 
and, if so, the municipality has no right to 
demand this service of boys. On the other 
hand, the boy patrol has been of value to 
the thousands of pupils coming under its 
guardianship several times each day, and it 
would be a pity if the system were abandoned 
without an acceptable substitute béing made. 

Possibly more careful training and instruc- 
tion of*members of the patrol would solve the 
problem. It would seem as though _boys of 
the age selected should be able to avoid acci- 
dents, particularly if they had been warned 
previously of the danger attending the task 
and instructed as how best to handle them- 
selves while on duty. The type of youth 
selected is also of importance.

In the following article, the writer, former United States senator from Illinois, 
reveals a bit of secret history of the Democratic national convention in Balti- 
more in 1912, over which he presided, and shows how Judson Harmon, of Ohio, 


missed the nomination for President, which doubtless would have been followed 


by his eléction. 


HE death at Cincinnati of Gov. 
Z Judson Harmon of Ohio revives 

the memory of one of such small 
political events in America which, 
through the intrusion of innocent ac- 
cidents have, on different times, lost 
the Presidency of the United States. 

I was presiding as chairman of the 
Democratic national convention at Bal- 
timore, having been selec#a to substi- 
tute for Senator James, of Kentucky, 
the permanent chairman of the con- 
vention. 

The leading candidates, Clark, of 
Missouri; Wilson, of New Jersey; Har- 
mon, of Ohio, and Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, were in seeming deadloek. 
Scores of ballots had been cast without 
result. It seemed as if an impasse had 
been reached. Only confusion was the 
inheritance. 

It developed that at that moment 
certain managers of candidates sprung 
the availability of a geographical coup 
to defeat both Clark and Wilson. This 
was to arrange a combination of the 
West and South—long a projected 
dream of Democratic politics—Ohio for 
President, with Judson Harmon, and 
Alabama for Vice President, with Oscar 
Underwood. 


* » - * 

The proposition had just been shaped 
by the forces of Ohio, who were for 
Harmon, led by Senator Pomerene. 
Mayor Newton Baker, of Cleveland, 
later Secretary of War under Wilson, 
and a minority of the Ohio delegation, 
refused to enter, remaining firm for Wil- 
son. Senator Bankhead, of Alabama; 
Gov. Brewer, of Mississippi, and the 
Underwood men from Georgia, act- 
ed for Underwood. It was just as this 
combination was projected, and at the 
moment of realization on a trial vote, 
that I, without any knowledge of this 
secret conclave and that it would have 
succeeded, hearkened to the appeal of 
Iowa. 

It was midnight, and the delegations 
had been sitting: all day and were fa- 
tigued and hungry. Iowa wanted cof- 
fee and sandwiches (an unusual de- 
mand from Democrats previous to the 
prohibition amendment). There was a 
call for adjournment from very weary 
and hungry delegates; particularly for 
peanuts by Georgia and California. 
These peanuts were hot and inviting: 
They were brought to the floor in a top- 
closed hot bucket, accompanied by sau- 
sage and tamales. The cry became so 
impelling that I, not suspecting the 
contrivance for time, recognized the 
motion to adjourn for the night. This 
motion came from three States simul- 
taneously. The motion carried. I ad- 
journed the convention. 

The next morning the project was 
disclosed. Chairman Roger Sullivan, of 
the Illinois delegation; Taggert, of the 
Indiana delegation, and Palmer, of the 
Pennsylvania delegation, had, under the 
weight of wires from constituents of 
their own States, brought their delega- 
tions as a unit to’ Wilson, as did Cali- 
fornia and- Georgia. The Harmon- 
Underwood combination was overrun 
and dissolved. - SSS

ELECTRICITY IN FARMING. 

To those who have looked askance 
at efforts to induce hens to lay more 
eggs by artificially prolonging ‘“day- 
light,”’ and have felt that it was in a 
sense reprehensible thus to take an un- 
fair advantage of the unsuspecting 
fowl, news that this process has in- 
creased the winter’s yield of eggs five- 
fold on an experimental farm will come 
as a matter deserving attention, says 
the New Castle Courier. 

But this is but one of the ways in 
which electricity is being utilized by 
the farmer to increase his income and 
shorten his working day. 

Farmers have not yet begun to un- 
derstand the potential value to them 
of hydro-electric power. A time is 
foreseen when the barns will be 
equipped with electrical devices for 
threshing, elevating and_ grinding 
grain, and for hoisting hay. Electrifi- 
cation of the farm home is coming. 
Some day electric power will run 
farms as completely as it runs the mod- 
ern factory. 

The extensive use of machinery in 
farm work, which twenty years ago was 
done largely by hand or by horse power, 
has not only greatly increased produc- 
tion, but has released men for other 
tasks. There is every reason to believe 
that with the increased development 
of cheap hydro-electric power electric 
labor-saving devices will be in more 


general use. It is a question both of 
cheap production and of educating 
farmers to advantages of the new 
methods.

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SHOE MISFITS GO UP WITH 
WEARER’S AGE, 


EET begin to play out rather early 
in childhood. As we go through 
the school years from kindergarten 

to university, the proportion of the 
children who have disabled feet in- 
creases. The evidence also indicates 
that as children progress through 
school, the proportion who wear shoes 
that do not fit, or are not suitable in 
one way or another, also increases. 
The evidence indicates that the 
human foot is about the poorest part 
of the human body. At least, it stands

About 40 per cent of group D had 
corns. This proportion declined until 
it was zero in group A. More than a 
fourth of the university students had 
bunions of one sort or another. Again, 
years of shoe wearing was indicted. 
Kindergarteners had none. Seventy- 
five per cent of the entire group D had 
callouses of the sole, or of the great 
toe. About one-third of the high 
school groups had such callouses and 
the kindergartners escaped. 


Ingrowing toenails is another result 
of improperly fitted shoes. About one- 
-sixth of all the pupils in groups B, C 
and D had ingrowing toenails. 

Other foot troubles which affected 
large parts of the student bodies were: 
longitudinal weakness, transverse weak- 
ness, puffy under outer ankle, inverted 
ankles, excessive perspiration, contract- 
ed toes, slayfoot and pain in arches. 

The cause of much of this foot trou- 
ble is revealed when we reach that 
part of the report dealing with shoes 
and stockings. 


About one-third of all the students 
were wearing shoes with crooked heels. 
The best showing in this field was 
made by high school boys. Girls are 
much more likely to wear sloppy, run- 
down heels.” A crooked heel upsets the 
mechanics of the foot, a mechanism 
that in nicety of adjustment compares 
favorably with a sewing machine. 

One-half of all the university stu- 
dents wore pointed skoes. That ex- 
plains ingrownig toenails and some of 
the bunions. The reporter found 50 
per cent of the shoes too short and 
only 7 per cent too long. About one- 
seventh were too narrow and one-half 
too wide. I disagree with the report 
there. My guess is that most children’s 
shoes are too narrow, few are too wide 
—and not a great many are too short.

@ conspicuous place in her diet be- 
cause it contributes essential fats and 
proteins, and supplies in one form 
most of the needs of a well-nourished 
body. On the other hand, women 
wishing to reduce, and knowing wise- 
ly that reduction by starvation is only 
detrimental to the general héalth, 
drink milk—about three quarts a day 
for ten days—at the same time faith- 
fully carrying out a routine of exer- 
cise, scientific rather than vigorous. 
The woman who has led a—what shall 
I call it?—synthetic life, and who 
wants to give her stomach a rest so as 
to evade paying the full price, wisely 
goes on a milk diet. If she is nor- 
mal weight, her procedure is to drink 
four quarts of milk a day, taking a 
glass about every two hours, to rest as 
much as possible, and to get away 
from the high pressure idea of life. 

There is, however, one difficulty 
often encountered. Milk is unpleasant 
to the palates of many persons. It is 
not a preconceived stubbornness that 
makes the semi-liquid objectionable to 
their tastes; it is simply difficult for 
them to’drink milk. 

Taking our lesson from the manner 
in which milk is administered to fever 
patients in hospitals, the easy way to 
overcome the thick taste is to use two- 
thirds of a glass of milk (or cream, if 
one is trying to add weight), and fill 
the remainder of the glass with pale 
dry ginger ale; in fact, any pure car- 
bonated beverage will serve this pur- 
pose. The result is a mixture similar 
(in taste only) to the much-loved-but- 
taboo icecream soda. Besides making 
thf milk palatable, the slight amount 
of carbon dioxide contained in these 
beverages aids digestion by supple- 
menting the gastric juices in their 
work of breaking down the food mass 
for proper assimilation—a fact that 
can profitably be remembered when the 
menu has tempted indulgence which 
could hardly be called discreet.
